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RELEVANT PRIOR ART / 

The new variety is somewhat similar in appearance to the Er^st Markham variety 
as shown in the Spring Valley Greenhouse, Inc. catalogue (4^dition) at page 9. While 
the flowers of both varieties are about the same size and Ue wavy edged petals, there is 
a marked difference in the coloration ofthe petals. l4 petals ofthe Ernest Markham 
variety are a solid, magenta-red (Pantone® #512c/vhereas the petals ofthe new variety 
have edges which are rose pink (Pantone® #24^) and which fade to white in the center 
thereby forming a white bar in the middle of/he petal. Moreover, white is also sprinkled 
throughout the petals creating an aesthetically soft appearance.
